Mr. Clav, the youngest of the four as- 
pirants to the Presidency, was a man of 
the highest order of talents, gifted with 
great eloquence, and was at that time 
esteemed the first orator in the nation. 
He had been elected a Senator in Con- 
gress before he was thirty years old — 
had been one of the Commissioners who 
negotiated the treaty of Peace with 
great Britain in 1814; had been many 
years Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, and a prominent 
advocate of the Independence of Greece 
and the South American States. In 
short, no other man of his age had made 
so decided a mark in the councils of the 
nation as Mr. Clay had done when he 
first became a candidate for the Presi- 
dency. 

Adams and Jackson were the same 
age. The great learning, ability and ex- 
perience of the one was set on" against 
the brilliant military achievements of 
the other. The victories of Talcdega and 
New Orleans, bis firmness in enforcing 
martial law when the great city wa> 
threatened by a powerful British army 
from without, and traitors within— the 
graceful and reliant manner in which 
he submitted his conduct to the civil au- 
thorities of the city he had saved from 
a repetition of the brutal atrocities of 
Havre and Hampden, had given him 
a hold on the gratitude of his country- 
men that could be no otherwise so well 
repaid as by elevating him tothe first of- 
fice in their gift, and it was generally 
believed by the people that but for the 
successful * intrigue of Adams and Clay, 
he would have become President in 1823. 

Within his narrow sphere of ope- 
rations no man did more, or could 
have done more than Willson did 
to inculcate this belief, and imbue 
the public mind with a feeling of re- 
sentment against Adams and Clay. 
The evidence that he offered to estab- 
lish the charge consisted mainly of 
the slang of newspapers, the preambles 
to resolutions got up at Washington and 
sent out to the country to be rehearsed 
and endorsed at Jackson meetings, and 
the bombastic speeches of aspiring 
numbskulls, who entertained the "vast 
multitude" while the committee on res- 
olutions were out, making copies of their 
orders from headquarters. Of this kind 
of material for patty warfare, Willson 
always kept a perfect magazine on hand, 
and i rememl>er yet, and feel amazed 
at the eager credulity with which men 
listened to the editorials of Amos Ken- 
dal and Shadrach Penn, as Willson read 
them in earnest and solemn tones from 
the judges' stand in the court house at 
Shepherdsville on Saturday preceding 
a congressional election. These in- 
fluences told on the poll-book next week 
and run Mr. WieklihVs majority up to 
near four hundred in a county that 
polled but little over eight hundred 
votes. As a canvasser, Mr. Wickliffe at 
that time had no equal in the State. He 
possessed a moral and mental hardi- 
hood capable of sustaining a great 
pressure, and in all his contests he 
taxed these qualities to their utmost 
capacity. Without his active co-op- 
eration it was then believed that Gen- 
eral Jackson could not have obtained 
the vote of Kentucky in 1828; and it is 
equally doubtful if Mr. Wickliffe could 
have made five successful canvasses for 
Congress without the aid of Jackson's 
influence. It is highly probable if Mr. 
Wickliffe had been beaten for Congress 
that Jackson would never have carried 
the State, and it is equally probable if 
Tackson had not carried the State, that 
Mr Wickliffe would not have been able 
to maintain himself in five successive 
canvasses for Congress. 

In the year 1827 Mr. Willson's wife 
died leaving two daughters, the elder 
ten and the younger about eight years 
of age He placed them at Mr. Tevis' 
school for young ladies, at Shelbyville, 
where they remained until they were 
ffrown and thoroughly educated. One 
f them married Mr. Rice, a book-sel- 
, stationer of Louisville, and died 



childless; the other married a lawyer 
named Clark, who removed to the South 
and died. His widow and children now 
reside near Lagrange, in Oldham coun- 
ty. This little family are Willson's on- 
ly living descendants. 

Hi> prominence and activity as a pol- 
itician increased his business and his 
gains as a lawyer. His influence over 
all men with whom he associated was 
really wonderful. Under the old jury 
system, when the Sheriff caught up and 
sent into the box the first twelve men he 
met, it was next to impossible to get up 
a panel without the names of some up- 
on it who believed he was always on the 
right side of the case. It was said of 
him that for two weeks befere the com- 
mencement of a term of the Court, he 
would make it his business to fall in with 
hi- lictoit and make a special request of 
them to be in town on a particular day 
as he had something of importance to 
communicate. Pew of this class of 
men could resist the curiosity to know 
what it ru Willson had to say — the con- 
sequence was that a half-dozen of them 
would be standing outside of the bar of 
the court-room, looking on while the is- 
sue in an important case was being 
made up. This much being done, the 
Sheriff was ordered to summon a jury 
to try the cause. That officer at once 
darted into the crowd and summoned 
those he first met, and when the panel 
was handed to the Clerk, it would be 
found to contain the names of some half 
dozen jurors who had come to town to 
see Mr. Willson on some important con- 
fidential affair that he had not yet had 
time or opportunity to,disclosc to them 
— that important business they were 
then doing for him, without being con- 
scious of it themselves. With this ad- 
vantage at the beginning of a trial he 
was hard to beat, and seldom lot hffl 
ease nnleai upon peremptory instruction 
from the Court. When he met those 
friends after the trial was over, he had 
something prepared to tell them, and 
never failed to impress them with the 
belief that they had learned something 
greatly to their advantage, or that they 
had heard a secret that Willson would 
have entrusted to no other man alive, 
and that it was to be scrupulously and 
sacredly kept. No wonder that men 
were amazed at his success in his profes- 
sion, and that his friends and daily as- 
sociates should feel a pride in his tri- 
umphs over the " old men of renown " 
who had for years astonished the citi- 
zens with their learning and eloqiu-ii' «■! 

In his intercourse with the members of 
the bar his jocularity ami sharp, but 
nod nat ured repartee were inimitable. 
He was often bantered for the sake of 
his reply, when the bantcrer himself ex- 
peeted to be floored, and enjoyed his own 
defeat, because the laugh that ensued, 
healed, without rankling the wound. 
At the time of his appearance at the bar, 
a Circuit Court in Bullitt brought to- 
gether at Shepherdsville many of the

Worden Pope, Frederic Grayson and 
others came from Louisville. Mr. Har- 
din, Mr. Wicklille, Mr. Chapeze, Mr. 
Rudd and others came from Bardstown. 
For conversation, and the interchange of 
p n neral intelligence they met together 
every night at one or the other of the 
taverns where they put up. If Willson 
was not in attendance on these occasions 
the disappointment was manifest. The 
Brat remark of each on entering the 
room was, " Where is Q. Willson ? I 
expected to find him here;" and fre- 
quently a servant was sent out in search 
of him, and if he failed to appear, the 
interest flagged and the parties dis- 
persed. 

His handsome, intelligent and good- 
humored face was the light of every cir- 
cle that formed around him, and though 
that circle was composed of the most 
learned and best informed men in the 
country, more attention was paid and 
more interest felt in what he said than 
to ail others beside. Yet he was net a 
great talker— seldom started the conver- 
sation, and generally delivered himself 
In a few short, pithy, humorous senten- 
ces, that expo>ed to ridicule the theo- 
ries and arguments of others ; but even 
this was done with such perfect good 
taste and good humor that it rarely gave 
offence, even to the most sensitive. He 
was not a scoffer, but had no reverence 
for things by most men considered sa- 
cred. He had no romance in his nature: 
he was utterly destitute of any poetic 
sentiment : he had no sense of the sub- 
lime or beautiful : he had no religious 
opinion, and knew nothing of creeds or 
articles of faith, and did not believe that 
any man was any better citizen, hus- 
band, father, master, neighbor or mam 
because he was a professor of religion, 
or member of a christian church : and 
the more devout a man was, or appear- 
ed to be, the greater hypocrite Willson 
believed him to be. He was as destitute 
of veneration as If the ordinances of na- 
ture had made no distinction between 
the greatest and the meanest things of 
creation. His l)elief, or rather his dis- 
belief, of revealed religion was only to 
be inferred by his intimate friends and 
acquaintances from the tenure of a joc- 
ular remark when the subject was named 
by others in his presence, and the un- 
qualified satisfaction he manifested at 
the report of any of the frailties of men 
who professed to be strictest in the ob- 



■errance of christian duties. In short, 
he had no more idea of the truth of the 
Gospel than he had of the truth of any 
Idle story that he might have heard in 
childhood and forgotten. While a wid- 
ower he bearded at a public house In 
Shepherdsville, and while there, two 
young men came to the town and 
preached the Gospel, or what they no 
doubt believed to be the Gospel, but the 
doctrines they taught were so very radi- 
cal and strange as to be really startling 
to such as professed some acquaintance 
with the doctrines of Christianity, that 
they created quite a sensation. Many 
persons who had not been In the habit 
of going to church, attended the meet- 
ings held by these strange preachers, 
and seemed to take great interest In the 
new doctrines; among these was an old 
man of the vicinity, who was notorious 
for his irreligion, his love for money, 
and his disregard of public opinion as to 
the means he employed to secure his 
gains. This old man was very constant 
in his attendance at the meetings. One 
night at tin- supper table some person 
remarked that old uncle F. had "got 
religion." Willson very promptly 
replied, "that he was very happy to 
hear it, and thought it* the best thing 
that could have happened for Shepherds- 
ville." "Why so?" enquired some one 
present. " Because," Willson answer- 
ed, "I know if he lias got religion he 
will sell it, and everybody in town can 
get as much as he wants." The remark 
was reported to the old man next day, 
and he sent Willson word, " that if the 
lawyers wanted to purchase the religion 
he was seeking, he knew it was not the 
right kind, and he would pursue it no 
further." 

In 1S27 the Relief and New Court 
questions being obsolete and useless as 
political questions, about three-fourths 
of the voters of Bullitt county went over 
to the support of General Jackson. That 
party had it all their own way, and 
henceforth the political contests must be 
among themselves. That year the can- 
didates for a seat In the Legislature were 
N. P. Sanders and Lewis WnjCDXKK, 
the latter being Willson's old opponent. 
The candidates being of the same pol- 
tics, the contest was of course decided 
on personal grounds. Sanders had sup- 
ported Wilcoxen against Willson the 
year before, and now Willson supported 
Sanders. Their joint influence was Ir- 
resistible, and Wilcoxen wr.s again beat- 
en by a small majority. In 1828 Will- 
son desired to become a candidate for a 
seal in the Legislature again, and having 
as he supposed broken Wilcoxen down, 
expected to have a free track, or at most 
but nominal opposition; but in this he 
found himselt disappointed. Sanders 
would not give way, and Wilcoxen I lack- 
ed Sanders and encouraged him to hold 
on. Wilson at once perceived that this 
combination against him was dangerous, 
but he went into the contest with his usu- 
al -elf-reliance, and having greatly im- 
proved his talent for public speaking, as 
well his tact as a politician, he was more 
than a match for his opponents, though 
Sanders for his practice was a stump or- 
ator of no mean ability. Willson would 
Inevitably have been beaten, if it had 
not been for the timely assistance of his 
Old Court partisans of 1820. They t ame 
to his aid at the eleventh hour, and he 
was again elected by a small majority. 

I am unable to inform the reader what 
public measure of Importance Willson 
orignated or advocated during this ses- 
sion of the Legislature. The principal 
business of that department of the Gov- 
ernment at that time, as at the present, 
was literally making laws to keep the 
dominant party in power by a system of 
gerrymandering the State into districts, 
from which congresmen were to be sent 
to Washington to make thundering long 
speeches about the Newfoundland fish- 
eries or the navigation of the Missis- 
sippi river; or into Senatorial districts 
that would insure the rejection of any 
one nominated by the Governor of the 
State to an office In his gift, unless the 
person thus presented believed and sup- 
ported the charge of bargain and cor- 
ruption against Adams and Clay; or 
swore by the "coftin hand bill," as the 
case might be. From his temperament 
and his consistent adherence to party, I 
have no reason to doubt but that Will- 
son performed his full share of these im- 
portant duties to his country, and re- 
turned to his constituents to give an ac- 
count of his stewardship by an exhibi- 
tion of new campaign documents, and 
iniating them in some new system of 
party discipline that would secure the 
election of men of that faith to all offices 
in the people's gift. 

In the meantime Willson prosecuted 
the practice of his profession with so 
much energy and success, and rose so 
rapidly In public estimation, that he be- 
came in law as in politics, the head of 
the bar in his native county— not that 
he was by any means the best lawyer, 
but his tact, skill and industry in "the 
preparation of Ids causes, and the adroit 
management of his facts, often secured 
his triumph in eases where better law- 
yers would have despaired of success. 
In the management of ordinary busi- 
ness affairs his sagacity and great com- 
mon sense were so conspicuous that he 
seldom failed in accomplishing any task, 
however difficult. Having to close a 
contract of some importance with a cit- 
izen who lived in the country, they 
agreed to meet at a small public house a 



few miles out of town. Willson exacted 
of the other contracting party that they 
should both give personal security for 
th« performance. On the day fixed for 
signing he took his friend with him, and 
when they arrived, quite a number of 
- Wizens, having learned that Willson 
v <>uld be there that day, had already 
e lUected to hear what new views he en- 
tertained on public affairs. The contract 
w as soon drawn up ready for the signa- 
tures of the parties and their securities. 
There was some tall drinking going on 
in the meantime, in which all present 
had participated, and general good hu- 
mor prevailed. The contracting parties 
named their securities. Willson named 
tie' friend he had taken with him for 
the purpose, and he was accepted; the 
othef party named a security equally 
unonectionable, but Willson objected; 
another and another was offered, and 
still Willson objected; at each time ac- 
companying his objection with some 
jocular remark that added greatly to the 
mirth and enjoyment of the bystanders. 
They all drank again, and again return- 
ed to the subject of security, and the 
mora they drank, the harder Willson 
was #) please. There was a drunken, in- 
solvent vagabond present who had been 
attracted to the place by the liquor, that 
was daily sold and drunk there. Will- 
son took particular care that when they 
all went up to drink this man was not 
slighted. At length as they set down 
their empty glasses, Willson remarked 
to him, "Jim, your friend seems to be 
hard run to find some good man to go 
his security here to-day, I expect you 
will have to go in for him." This of course 
increased the merriment, but Willson 
persiswd that he would take no oth- 
er man on the ground. Jim was much 
flattered at all this, but fought very 
shy— did not like to involve himself— 
going security was dangerous— and all 
that. Then he consented reluctantly, 
and almost signed the paper — and then 
he hesitated, and they drank again; and 
again talked the matter over. Now Jim 
knew that as soon as the contract was 
fully signed, Willson would leave, and 
that would be the end of free drinks for 
that time, as every body but himself al- 
ready had enough; so he clung to his 
pretended doubts and apprehensions, 
and prolonged the treaty until near 
night, when finally Jim set his hand and 
seal to the contract, and they all took 
the stirrup dram, and Willson and his 
friend left. Willson's friend was amaz- 
ed. He asked him to explain why it 
was that he would refuse several good 
names as security to a contract, and 
stay all day to get it signed by a man 
who was notoriously and hopelessly in- 
solvent. Willson's reply was character- 
istic of the man. "My dear sir," he said, 
"some men can't see anything, and you | 
are one of them. Now this fellow knows 
all about this contract as it was verbally 
made, and engaged to do a part of the 
work. He knew more about it than any 
one else except the parties, and I knew 
if ever there should be any controversy, 
about it, and it came to a law suit, Jim 
would swear me out of court, ami I had 
no other way to shut his mouth but to 
bind him up as security to prevent him 
from being a witness." 
In the year 1828, came off 

"the fuksiuential election," 

and for the first time, two men at the 
head of the two parties, divided the 
electors. In the previous Presidential 
elect i >iis under the Constitution, any 
qualified citizen that chose to do so, pre- 
sented himself M a candidate for elector 
of President and Vice President, and 
was supported for the office by his neigh- 
bors and acquaintances, because he was 
thought by them capable of selecting 
from amongst the eminent citizens, spo- 
ken of in connection with those high 
offices, suitable persons to fill them. — 
Hence it was not uncommon for three 
or four times as many candidates to run 
for the office of elector in a State, as the 
State was entitled to send up to the elec- 
toral college, and one half the voters 
did not know for whom the elector they 
supported would cast His vote. The elec- 
tion of 1828 was conducted in a very dif- 
ferent manner. Two parties only were 
known, and they were thoroughly organ- 
ized and drilled and equipped for the 
contest. Each party selected as many 
candidates for electors as represented 
the State in the electoral college— and 
these candidates canvassed the State 
with a* much zeal and industry as if 
they had been candidates for the Presi- 
dency themselves. Men rode and ran, 
solicited votes and spent their money, 
quarreled and fought at the polls as they 
had been in a habit of doing for personal 
friends in the State and county elections. 
It la die to the people of that day, to 
sav that if this had been a contest be- 
tween Jackson and Adams the case 
would kave been very different. Then 
there would have been but one party in 
the SUte; but unfortunately for Ken- 
tucky and for her great favorite states- 
man, Mr- Clay's name and fame were 
indissolubly connected with the political 
fortune) of Mr. Adams, for whom the 
South tne West had a strong, and 
to sorn3 extent, groundless aversion— 
and thousands of people no doubt cast 
their v«tes for the Adams electors be- 
cause tiey would not indorse the false- 
hood against which they saw Clay strug- 
gling t> T hls Political life and honest 
fame.

Both ; nate accident, with which he always 
were men of volcanic temperaments; of ; went into trial, brought him many 
lofty ambition; of dauntless, moral, and I clients with causes so hopeless that no 
physical courage; of unquestioned pat- 
riotism; and each had the faculty of at- 
taching his friends to his person and his 
cause by ties that no prudential consid- 
erations, none of the ordinary influences 
of life, could sever or even weaken. Their 
partizan principles became to them re- 
ligious creeds, ami their leaders were 
their respective idols. They were to 
each other Crusader and Saracen; Moor 
and Christian; Huguenot and Catholic. 
In all but the weapons of war it was an- 
other war of the Roses; it lacked noth- 
ing but a Saint Bartholome to give it a 
dignity and importance of the contest of 
the houses of Valets and Navarre. No 
two merely political parties ever were 
imbued with so much bitterness toward 
each other. Men hated each other with 
an intensity unknown between partisans 
of the same race, and it is now doubtful 
whether the seas of blood that deluged 
the land in the late civil war has quench- 
ed the old camp-fires kindled by the par- 
ties to that great contest: the generation 
must pass away before it will be forgot- 
ten and forgiven. 

As a party engineer Willson perform- 
ed his part of the play with great ad- 
dress. He made no personal enemies; 
his bland good nature was invincible, 
and no one could take offense at aught 
he did or said; his warmest and most at- 
tached personal friends were among his 
political opponents, and his professional 
assistance was given to his opponent 
against his partizan with a faith that 
was never doubted. He was a rising 
man and though lately broken and in- 
solvent, his credit was now so firmly es- 
tablished that his bond or his word 
would have been good for any sum of 
money he would have undertaken to 
to pay. Though he had greatly out- 
grown the little village of Shepherds- 
ville, lie did not seem disposed to leave 
the place, and built quite a handsome 
cottage near the court house, (now own- 
ed and occupied by A. H. Field, Esq.,) 
and In 1829, he married Miss Guthrie, of 
Nelson county, and in the following 
year removed to Louisville and formed 
a law

(his brother-in-law), then one of the 
most prominent lawyers of the city. I 
regret that I am unable to follow Mr. 
Willson to the close of his career with 
the same minuteness and accuracy that 
I have attempted in the foregoing pages. 
Up to this time I had seen more of him 
than any other person had, and have 
detailed the events of his life from per- 
sonal knowledge. Most of what I shall 
hereafter relate will be from information 
derived from friends and acquaintances, 
who knew him and were his daily asso- 
ciates after he removed to Louisville. I 
would be pleased to leave the remainder 
of the task before me, to some other 
hand that would perform it more impar- 
tially, but I much doubt if any one 
could be found who would feel the same 
interest in the subject, or who would be 
willing to devote the time and labor nec- 
essary to record events that at best may 
disappoint the reader. 

Willson's habits had always been con- 
vivial, and at times his indulgence grew 
into great irregularities. His attractive 
manners, his love of congenial fellow- 
ship, and constant exposure to tempta- 
tion in his new sphere of action, were 
unfavorable to a change for the better; 
and he soon drew around him a set of 
boon companions who hung about his 
office door; followed him into the court 
house; listened with great interest to his 
speeches at the bar; laughed in the right 
places; and as the juries became ac- 
quainted with him and his friends they 
gradually came under those influences 
he had hitherto exercised on a smaller 
scale. His manner of treating causes 
on trial was different from any lawyer I 
ever knew. He had not so much to urge 
in favor of his client or his client's cause 
as against his adversary, whom he al- 
ways presented in a light so odious or so 
ridiculous as to strip him of all sympathy, 
and make the jury feel a pleasure in 
finding against him. If there was a 
flaw in his adversary's character, or any 
eccentricity about him or his witness, 
Willson was sure to find it out, and forti- 
fy himself so strongly upon that point 
that he was sure of success if he could 
make that the battle ground in the case; 
and the opposing counsel had to be al- 
ways on his guard to keep from being 
forced into a general engagement on 
some side issue to which he had attach- 
ed no importance, and upon which he 
had made but little, if any, preparation. 
If his own client was attacked, or his 
witnesses assailed, he seldom made any 
other kind of defense of them, than to 
shew that the assault prooeeded from 
personal malice; and very often the op-

A second communication to the Industrial Gazette, 
touching on our proposed "Cincinnati Branch," fa- 
quires attention at my bands, and the importance of the 
•utject to your readers embolden* ra* to ask a place in 
your columns for reply. Courtesy is so rare a quality in 
newspaper controversies of the present day that it is 
quite a pleasure to find the writer is the Gazette aban- 
doning the unworthy imputations which hi* first article 
■ought to fasten on our companies, and endeavoring to 
sustain hi* position by arguments which, however defec- 
tive, are at Ua.tt fair and manly. He admit* that the 
construction of the proposed branch will be a "conveni- 
ence to our citizens and profitable to the stockholder* of 
the road." He opi>oee* only "/** — *Si of the 
Frankfort railroad, a completed road through or 
Louisville, with the Nashville railroad and the con*. _ 
plated road, for the avowed purpose of connecting Cin- 
cinnati, by a direct route to the South without breaking 
freight or changing cars, or even stopping to take iu or 
draw >;1 water at Louisville." "Such a perfect ignoring 
of the right* of a whole community," he says, "would 
not be permitted by Cincinnati, i* not permitted by Bal- 
timore, in spite of the efforts ot the I'nited states Con- 
gress to hate a road thr >ugh that city direct to Wash- 
iegton city, and never has been permitted by any city of 
the *ize and dighity of Louisville." The selection of hut 
illustrations is a most unfortunate one for hi* purpose. 
I could not have asked him to choose any more favorable, 
to my >wn. The track of the Ohio and Mississippi rail- 
road connects with that of the Atlantic A Great Western 
in the *uhurb* of Cincinnati, and passengersand freight 
are transported from the one to the other without the 
least delay nnd without a thought of oppjeition from the 
citizen*. If the car* do not pas* from on* road to the oth- 
er, it is simply because both are long lines, and the com- 
panies prefer to reship rather than send their cars so far 
away from home, without opportunity for examination 
and repair in their own shops. The Marietta road enters 
Cincinnati on the same track with tho Atlantic and 
Great West- rn and Hamilton and Dayton; and by ex- 
press permission of the City Council, the Little Miami 
Company, sometime since, laid down a track traversing 
tor two uiili-s th > busiest streets of Cincinnati at-d con- 
necting tb.-tr depot with that of the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi. 

In Baltimore the cut* is still more striking. For 
more than a year past, trains of cars have left Washing- 
ton > ity thrice dailv for New York, passing through the 
•trects of Baltimore and Philadelphia and landing their 
paes nger* in Jersey City without any change. Still 
worst — th'-se trains are for through passengers only. N<> 
tickets are sold on tin m for Baltimore, Philadelphia or

At Indianapolis all tha 
roads congregate in a union depot. At Detroit and Chi- 
cago, the different companies connect their tracks at 
their ow n option; and no one troubles himself about it 
St. Louis is the only city "of the size and dignity of Lou- 
isville ' whi :h occurs to me as having no railroad connec- 
tions within its limits; and the failure in her case is not 
attributabie to an indispositkn of the railroad compa- 
nies to I*jm the rinhts of the community, but to the 
inter] -itiou ol the Mississippi river, which most abso- 
lutely i.jnom the rights of the railroads.

It is thought 
it may be merely a stock fair. 

The 29th annual fair of the Bourbon 
Society will be held the first week in 
September. 

The American Pomological Society. 

We ask the reader's careful attention 
to the circular of this important nation- 
al organization, to be found in another 
column. Read it, ponder well its pur- 
poses, and act promptly and energetical- 
ly in furthering, to the utmost of your 
ability, the avowed objects of the asso- 
ciation. 

The West and South has played " sec- 
ond fiiddle" too long in this matter of 
Pomology, as well as in many other 
things. Let us see to it, that this re- 
proach attaches to us no longer. As a 
fruit growing country we can excel all 
creation beside, if we only bring the 
same appliances of labor perseverance 
and common sense to bear upon the oc- 
cupations that our less favored brethren 
of the North and Europe do. This we 
are prepared to j)rovc. That we are ig- 
nored then, in the eyes of the great fruit 
growing world, is wholly our own fault. 

The Southern Rural illustrates this 
position by a fact or two. The Am. 
Pom. Soc. was organized about 1849, 
and since then, up to the breaking out 
of the late war, we have had just as 
many State Fruit Committees and other 
official dignitaries, acting under orders 
from the national organization, as the 
North has had, i. e., one "set" to each 
State, and yet during the whole of that 
period only one "Report" proper had 
ever been sent up from the South. 

This fact is a disgrace to our energy, 
and intelligence. Let us turn over a new 
leaf in our book of progress, and hereaf- 
ter con our lesson so effectually as to 
maintain our position somewhere up 
about the head of the class. 

Propagating by Cuttings. — Propagating 
by cuttings is not nearly so well under, 
stood by people generally, as it should 
be. We may say by gardeners generally. 
Nearly all soft wood will grow from cut- 
tings, in the hand of a careful person, 
it is a common way to multiply grapes, 
currants, gooseberries, Arc ; but few per- 
sons, unacquainte 1 with horticulture 
will attempt the same thing with flower- 
ing shrubs, which are usually "laid down, ' 
with which there is not the least difficul- 
ty, though with some the success is not 
so uniform as others. All the Arbor Vi- 
taes can be propagated by inserting the 
branches of last year's wood four or five 
inches, without removing the leaves. 
Prepare the bed, dig deeply, pulverize 
the soil well, and put it in good order. 
To be sure of the cutting growing, it 
should be inserted five or six inches in 
depth, and placed from four to six inches 
apart, the earth being placed firmly 
around them. They should be mulched, 
and watered moderately daily in warm 
weather when the ground is dry. They 
can be either potted in the fall, or let re. 
main over winter, slightly protected with 
a little straw or long manure. Amateurs 
should plant grape cuttings with two 
eyes, the upper eye being placed a little 
below the surface of the ground.

non and Lawrence Young, of Jeiferson, 
Directors. 

The special object of this meeting was 
to take into consideration the propriety 
of holding the annual fair during the 
coming fall, and to receive proposals 
from the various local fairs, in order 
that the Board could determine on a lo- 
cation most advantageous to the inter- 
ests of the Society and the public. 

On motion of Mr. Allen, it was resolv- 
ed that the State Agricultural Society 
hold a fair during the coming fall, 
the time and place to be hereafter deter- 
mined. 

Various proposals from county agri- 
cultural associations were received and 
considered; after which it was resolved 
that the Board accept the proposals from 
the Bourbon County Association, and 
bold the annual State Fair on its 
grounds, commencing on Tuesday, the 
2d of October next, and continue to the 
5th of same month, inclusive. 

It was resolved that L. J. Bradford, 
Alfred Allen, James Hall, J. B. O'Ban- 
non, R. W. Boott and Wm. Warfield, 
be appointed as an Executive Com- 
mittee. 

It was resolved that the Board deem 
it expedient to confine the exhibition 
alone to stock at the coming Fair. 

It was resolved that the President ap- 
point a committee whose duty it shall 
be to prepare and publish a list of pre- 
niiuins. 

P. Swigert, W. Warfield, .Tas. Hall 
and R. W. Scott, were appointed said 
committee. 

On motion it was resolved that W. 
Warlield and P. Swigert be appointed a 
committee to invite his Excellency 
Thomas E. Bramlette, to deliver an ad- 
dress before the State Agricultural So- 
ciety, on the Fair Grounds of the Bour- 
bon County Association, on the 2d of 
October next, (being the first day of the 
Fair) on the importance of the agricul- 
tural and mechanical interests of the 
State, sVc, and also to invite R. B. Bow- 
man, Esq., Regent of the Kentucky 
University, to deliver an address on the 
same day, and at the same place, on the 
benefits and advantages to be derived 
from a thorough agricultural education, 
as well as his views of the plans and 
purposes of the Agricultural College 
about to be established at Ashland, un- 
der the authority of the Kentucky Uni- 
versity.

Something About Society and "Women. 

Tt is not true of somr people, that 
" hamUenOH and aflability find their 
counterparts ami neighbors — that hau- 
teur is opposed to hauteur — that candor 
on one part is met correspondingly on 
the other ; while slyness and circunispec- 
tion are sure to arouse suspicion and re- 
licence,'' for there are some people that 
must either tax your time and patience 
with their presence, and follow at yonr 
heels when they are not wanted, or be 
repelled by a MOW. Tin y can appreci- 
ate nothing short of a blow. They have 
not sufficient delicacy to understand by 
the manners of a person that their com- 
pany is not acceptable. Duplicity and 
untruthfulness are so entirely the gov- 
erning principles of most society that 
candor and truthfulnes cannot he appre- 
ciated. Motives are misconstrued or 
misjudged, words falsely reported, ac- 
tions misrepresented, or misconstrued.

Mineral Wealth of Wolfe and Owsley 
Counties. 



It seems to have been the design of 
the framers of the constitution, who 
were a body of the wisest men that ever 
met together, to make a federal govern- 
ment, which should not only be perpet- 
ual, but which, instead of antagonising, 
should harmonize with the State gov- 
ernments. The solar system, consisting 
of the great central luminary, the sun, 
anil the planets that revolve around him, 
furnishes one of the best illustrations of 
our republican form of government that 
we can conceive of. We find here two 
great opposing forces, the centripetal or 
attraction of gravitation, and the cen- 
trifugal, or opposite of that. Ky the 
(•Iteration of the former to the exclusion 
of the latter, the planets would be at- 
tracted to the sun, and rush into it, 
which would be fatal to them and de- 
stroy the whole system. And by the 
operation of the latter alone to the ex- 
clusion of the former the planets would 
tly off into space, which would be equal- 
ly destructive of them and the system. 
But the Creator has wisely balanced 
these two opposing forces so as to har- 
monize them, and keep the planets re- 
volving in their orbits around the great 
and central luminary. 

Thus our wise forefathers in framing 
the constitution, endeavored to so bal- 
ance or adjust the opposing forces or 
elements of the Federal and State gov- 
ernments, as to preserve harmony be- 
tween the two, so that while the former 
would not draw all the powers of the 
State governments into itself and ab- 
sorb them, thus destroying the Union, 
the latter would not, by absorbing all 
the powers of government in themselves, 
become entirely independent of the 
Federal Government, the great central 
power, in everything, and thus equally 
destroy it. 

For this purpose — of thus equalizing 
the opposing force- or elements between 
the two forms of government — the fram- 
ers of the constitution gave certain pow- 
ers of a general character, and necessa- 
ry to the welfare of the whole Union 
thus framed, to the Federal Govern- 
ment, well defined, explicit, and easily 
understood— the centripetal force which 
would bind the States together in this 
federal compact, and keep them in the 
Union. These were such as coining 
money and regulating the currency, 
regulating weights ami measures, mak- 
ing treaties with foreign powers and the 1 
Indian tribes, laying internal and im- 
post duties, dec, things pertaining to the 
interest and welfare of the whole, and 
which no one State could legislate upon 
without infringing upon the rights of 
the others. These powers, thus granted 
in the constitution, are so clearly and 
explicitly stated in that instrument, that 
there can be no mistake in reference to 
them by those who will take the trouble 
to examine it. And what is its language 
in reference to all other powers not there 
granted to Congress? Let it be well no- 
ted. Article X, of the first "amend- 
ments to the constitution," says: "The 
powers not delegated to the' United 
States by the constitution, nor prohibit- 
ed to it by the States, are reserved to the 
States respectively, or to the people." 
Fvery power, therefore, which is not 
clearly stated and defined in the consti- 
tution as delegated to the United States, 
belongs to the States; and for Congress 
to assume to legislate on any of these, 
thus "reserved," is a manifest and pal- 
pable violation of that instrument, both 
in its letter and spirit, asnuich soifasany 
of the States would violate it by coining 
money, making treaties with' foreign 
powers, ate. Everything relating to the 
domestic concerns and institutions of 
the States comes within the scope of 
their legislation, ami it would be a vio- 
lation of the constitution for Congress 
to undertake to legislate on these. The 
manner in which the majority of that 
body are violating, overridingand treacl- 
ing under foot that sacred instrument, 
shows that they are either very igno- 
rant of its provisions, or very recfclesi in 
regard to their observance. We are 
thankful, however, to think that if we 
have not an honest judiciary, we will 
have one which will right all these fla- 
grant and outrageous wrongs, and that 
the time is not far distant when the 
sovereign people will hurl these factious 
Jacobins out of office, and put in boned 
men who will observe the constitution 
and do their duty. Senkx.

Rockcastle county is situated in the 
southeastern part of the State; is bound- 
ed by the counties of Pulaski and Lau- 
rel on the south, by Laurel and Jackson 
on the east, by Jackson and Madison 
on the north," and by the counties of 
Lincoln and Garrard on the west.

There is an antagonism between the 
Federal and State < iovernments, which 
seems to have had its origin far back in 
aw history a* a nation, and is almost 
coeval with the formation of the Union; 
a party OB the one hand, contending for 
Federal centralization, and another on 
the other hand, for what i- termed the 
States Rights doctrine, or State sover- 
eignty. Both have gone to extremes; 
and here, as generally in all extremes, 
truth lies in the middle ground. A fed- 
eral government which would centre 
all political power in itself, and place it 
in the hands of one man, or in the 
bands of a self-constituted oligarchy of 
a few men at Washington city the cap- 
ital of the nation, ignoring all the rights 
and privileges of the several States, 
would soon end in a political despotism, 
and eventually be destructive of the 
constitution, our republican form of gov- 
ernment, and the Union itself. And 
this is precisely what the radical fac- 
tion, or jacobin junto, in Congress, seem 
now to be laboring for, and what is now 
to be most dreaded. On the other hand 
a government which would place all 
political Bearer in the hands of the 
States, to the exclusion of all Federal 
power, and ignoring that, would be 
equally destructive. But of this there 
is no danger now, as that all the advo- 
cates of States rights want, all they 
claim, is the rights and privileges ac- 
corded to the States by the constitution 
of the United States. They ask for no 
more, and will never be satisfied with 
any less. 

A proper understanding of the rela- 
tions between the Federal and State 
governments as laid down and defined 
in that great instrument, the constitu- 
tion of the United States, the magna 
charta of our liberties, would, if permit- 
ted to have its influence on the minds of 
those who control public sentiment and 
make our laws, soon put an end to this 
unhappy and dangerous antagonism of 
which we are speaking, and settle the 
matter in the minds of all conversant 
with that instrument— who, we regret to 
say, are comparatively very few of the 
great mass of the American people. 
This is not as it should be; and for many 
years we have been in favor of incorpo- 
rating the study of the constitution into 
all our systems of common school, acad- 
emic, and collegiate education, for boys 
and voung men. Such a course could 
not fail having a most salutary effect, as 
the people who are the source of gov- 
ernment and hold the reins of political 
power in their own hands, would then 
be able to judge of infractions of the 
constitution and of the powers conferred 
by it on both the Federal and State gov- 
er nnv uUJ« 
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'We trust no one will neglect to 
read the Memorial to Congress in regard 
to the Missisiippi Levees, which will ho 
found in another column. 

Col. C. J. Field, of Bolivar county, 
Mississippi, who signs the Memorial as 
President of the Board of Levee Com- 
missioners, is a gentleman of the highest 
character and the most scrupulous integ- 
rity; these qualities combined with 
strong practical good sense and an untir- 
ing energy, have induced the planters in 
his region of country to select him to 
carry forward this important work, and 
it is to be hoped his efforts will be crown- 
ed with success. 

As stated in the Memorial, the re- 
building of the Mississippi levees, is re- 
ally a national work, dictated not only 
by the cause of humanity and progress, 
but even by every motive of self-inter- 
est upon the part of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The river bottom lands, now 
a perfect waste of waters uninhabitable 
and uncultivatable on account of annual 
freshets, will as soon as protected by new 
levees, be able to produce annually 300,- 
000 bales of cotton, the United States 
revenue tax upon whic h will be suffi- 
cient to repay in less than two years the 
whole cost of the lev< ■(•<. 

The Board of Levee Commissioners, 
of which Col. Field is President, is au- 
thorized by special act of the Legisla- 
ture of Mississippi, lately passed, to is- 
sue bonds to the amount of one million 
of dollars, to secure the immediate pro- 
tection of the rich cotton plantations 
located in the counties of Issaquena, 
Bolivar and "Washington, many of which 
plantations are owned by Kentuckiuns, 
and are the most fertile of all the cotton 
region east of the Mississippi river. The 
bonds are made payable in ten years, 
and bear interest at the rate of ten per 
cent, payable annually. The principal 
and interest are secured by a levee tax, 
approved by the courts and the people, 
of ten cents per annum on 1,500,000 
acres of land within those counties, and 
of one cent per pound on the annual 
crops of cotton grown therein. The en- 
forced collection of these taxes is secur- 
ed by liens and other stringent provis- 
ions. The counties that have thus as- 
sumed these obligations produced before 
the war 135,000 bales of cotton annually. 
The present year it is estimated the crop 
will be fully 50,000 bales. 

For the payment of the principal and 
interest of the million of dollars of bonds 
at ten per cent, per annum, the resources 
ot the Levee Commissioners will be — 
Annual tax on 1,500,000 acres 

land at ten cents $150,000 00 

One cent per pound on 50,000 
bales cotton, S4 per bale, $200,000 00

ent and aggravating discouragement. 
And in our opinion it will continue to 
grow and thrive just as long as our mer- 
chants continue to offer the proper 
inducements to the trade. All attempts 
to force trade out of its proper and legiti- 
mate channels must in the end, like the 
I)ut<h Gap canal, prove lamentable fail- 
ures. We have but to offer equal in- 
ducements in variety and quality of 
goods as well as prices and terms, to se- 
cure the immense trade of the South- 
west, for all time to come. The glorious 
legacy is ours by right of position ; ours 
from homogeneity of interests; ours by 
the almost unanimous assent of her peo- 
ple, who would rather pay us higher pri- 
ces for inferior goods than cross the river, 
if we were base enough to speculate up- 
on their preference for us. We have 
little to fear, we apprehend, from rail- 
road extensions, so long as our own lines 
of communication are kept open— intel- 
ligent merchants do not long persist in 
M going farther to fare worse," even 
tho' facilities for travel l>e ever so invi- 
ting. And so long as our jobbers are able 
and willing to continue to duplicate 
Northern and Eastern invoices, in qual- 
ity, variety and price, we have little to 
fear from competition..

Worden Pope announces himself a 
candidate for elector for President and 
Vice President, stating that he will vote 
for James Madison, of Virginia, who he 
regarded as "a friend of the constitu- 
tion." 

Z. Taylor, afterwards the immortal 
Rough and Ready, and President of the 
United States, was in 1812, stationed in 
Louisville as Captain of 7th regiment of 
infantry. He advertises two deserters 
from his command, and states that one 
of them stole a white fur hat about half 
worn. 

Charles M. Thrust* >n had lost a gold 
watch, with a cotton chain, which he 
supposes he left on a log with one end 
lying in the river, just below the ware- 
house of Cuthbert Bullitt. 

War with Great Britain was then on 
the tapis and the United States Govern- 
ment had called upou Kentucky for 5,- 
500 troops. Gov. Chas. Scott issued a 
storming appeal to Kentuckians. 

James Craig was clerk of the Shelby 
circuit court, and F. W. P. Grayson of 
Bullitt. 

Whiskey was in those days a legal 
tender.

This eminent divine, great philanthro- 
pist and once magnificent intellect, has 
passed away, gone to receive his well 
merited reward, at the hand of the Di- 
vine Creator, in whose service for more 
than half a century he was a bright and 
shining light, a zealous and devoted la- 
borer. Possessing elocutionary talent in 
no ordinary degree, for many years he 
swayed an audience, perhaps the most 
enlightened that ever assembled within 
the walls of a Christian edifice. Once 
the pride and glory of the American 
pulpit.

The startling eloquence that dropped 
from his tongue, fell like inspiration up- 
on the ears of his spell-bound listeners.

In France, Ger- 
many, and various other parts of Eu- 
i rope, his presence was hailed with de- 
i light, and well might it have been so, 
for his claims upon humanity at large 
were just, and mercy claimed his heart 
as her own. His munificent benefac- 
tions alone would have won for him un- 
dying fame. His one thought was to 
relieve distress. He would have been 
poawned of an elegant fortune, had it 
not been given freely by his hands to 
alleviate the cares and sorrows of his 
fellow-beings He gladdened the wid- 
ow^ heart, and brightened the tearful 
face of the orphan child. The captive, 
in his lonely cell, blessed with tears his 
benign and soothing presence, and the 
murdt rcr on the gallows, was ushered 
into eternity with the blessed hopes of 
forgiveness, imparted to him by this 
faithful servant of the Lord. To" those 
who were personally and intimately ac- 
quainted with Mr. Clapp, he was a choice 
spirit— kind, courteous, benevolent, and 
genial. Beloved, courted, admired, fol- 
lowed, by the elite of this country, and 
of Europe, he never refused to listen 
to the appeals of the humblest. During 
the years of his most splendid pulpit 
fame, he wrapped himself in the mantle 
of charity, and gave comfort to thous- 
ands. When the annual scourge swept 
over the Crescent City, his adopted 
home, fearless and untiring, he remain- 
ed at his post, a constant attendant at 
the death bed or grave from daylight to 
sunset. After days of wearisome labor, 
often awakened at midnight, to attend 
and soothe the last moments of the dy- 
ing, and many have passed happy 
through his kind persuasion to a better 
world. Long may New Orleans, yea, 
the world, cherish his memory, his tal- 
ents, and exalted virtues. We are the 
amaranthine wreath to perpetuate in 
fadeless colors the resplendent deeds of 
this soldier of the Cross. On sculptured 
marble will be emblazoned his devotion 
to the holy cause that he espoused in the 
spring-time of life, that waxed so bright 
in the summers of his maturity, that 
still beamed in his autumnal decline, 
and that never forsook him in the win- 
try night of death. 

Farewell beloved and long to be la- 
mented friend! In the language of the 
poet, "Legate of Heaven, thou has't re- 
turned with the tidings of thy mission." 
Thou art gone to the grave, but thy many 
virtces will be enshrined forever in the 
hearts of all by whom thou wert loved 
and honored. Every word that thou 
uttered, will hover around our hearts 
like the halo around the heads of the 
dying saints. Thou hast passed to the 
nosom of thy Father and Cod to render 
an account of thy glorious career on 
earth, and exceedingly great is thy re- 
ward. The angels have welcomed thee 
home to shine through countless ages. 

Well done, good and faithful servant, 
enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.

Why is it that so many of our cu- 
rates, in the reading desks of our various 
churches, so far depart from good pro- 
nunciation, as to continually o-preat us 
with the o-j)rcs8ton of the o-prcssor, 
and almost upon every o-casion that 
may o-cur, seem to be po-scsscd with a 
spirit of incorrectness,that certainly pro- 
duces an c-fevt, but unquestionably a 
very bad one. Several other words 
could be mentioned as being often made 
subject to this mutilatian ; but these are, 
perhaps, the most frequently presented 
to the attention of the hearers. Now, 
most assuredly, if we are to continually 
look ip to " The Senate, the Pulpit, and 
the Bar," as our standard Of right and 
wrong in the matter of pronunciation, 
it behooves those who take up a position 
in either of these influences, to keep that 
standard pure, and not at least, to mis- 
guide the many who have to follow the 
lead of the few. Let aught of wrong in 
the system, of however long tenure, give 
place to the progression of intellect and 
knowledge ; but let no partial stretch 
of over-refinement lead them into what 
must be considered as at once an affec- 
tation and an error ; for the evil will not 
be confined to themselves, but will grad- 
ually, but surely pass into common use, 
and thus, not only the standard of 
our own day become vitiated, but an un- 
necessary difficulty created for the next 
generation to overcome. The evil, such 
as it is, is decidedly a growing one ; and 
to all who love the fullness and freedom 
of our beautiful and expressive language, 
it cannot be a matter of indifference 
that its force and vigor should be thus 
idly frittered away.

Memorial of CL L Field, Presi- 
dent, andJohn A. Strother. Delegate, in 
behalf of the Levee Board of the Ya- 
zoo Valey District of Mississippi, to the 
Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America, respect- 
fully she >\veth : 

That the Counties of De Soto, Tunica, 
Coahoma, Bolivar, Washington, Issa- 
quena, Panola, Tallahatchie, Sunflower, 
and Yazoo, in the State of Mississippi, 
embrace a large and fertile body of land, 
of alluvial formation, nearly the whole 
of which (3,500,000 acres) is subject to 
overflow by the annual floods of the 
Mississippi River. By the influx of the 
waters these lands are rendered unfit for 
use or habitation. Reclaimed, they con- 
stitute a vast cotton field, superior for 
this purpose to any other portion of the 
world, except those districts lying west 
of the Mississippi, and including the 
Arkansas and Red River valleys, which 
are of about equal value. 

The great superiority of this bottom 
for the production of cotton induced per- 
sistent efforts to reclaim it by a system 
of dikes or levees, which, commencing 
with individual enterprise, gradually 
widened into County and District organ- 
ization under sanction of State authori- 
ty. Much had thus been done to bring 
the country into cultivation and to pro- 
tect it from inundation, and, but for the 
interruption of hostilities, the growing 
wealth and prosperity of the district 
would probably have enabled us to com- 
plete the work. One of the effects of 
the recent war was to arrest the magnifi- 
cent scheme of improvement. Neither 
the labor nor the means were at hand to 
prosecute it, the banks caved in at va- 
rious places from the action of the river, 
and at other points the levees were cut 
by the Federal forces for military pur- 
poses. The result is, that the close of 
the war found this country in a helpless 
condition, their lands subject to inun- 
dation, and the planters without the la- 
bor, money or credit to repair the levees. 
But without the levees it was idle to 
think of farming operations. Last year 
nothing was done. Being utterly pros- 
trate in resources, the planters appeal to 
the Government at Washington for as- 
sistance. Appreciating the Importance 
of the subject, the Secretary of War, in 
the month of December last, detailed 
(nneral Humphreys, of the United 
States Engineer Corps, to make an exam- 
ination of the river with a view to tem- 
porary repairs of those points of gene- 
ral importance which could be most spee- 
dily executed; but, from want of time 
and other causes, no work has so fur 
been done, with the exception of a 
careful survey by the Engineer Ootps. 
The result is, that the country has been 
inundated by the recent overflow. 

The district specified by your memo- 
rialists embraces nearly all of the alluvi- 
al lands of the State of Mississippi, and 
the line of levee to secure it would thus 
meet the immediate needs of the State. 
The counties in the district comprise, as 
before stated, nearly three and a half 
millions of acres, all of which will ulti- 
mately be available for the production of 
cotton— the yield being an average of 
one bale to the acre of prime quality. 
It is in the power of your hoio'ab'e 
bodies, by an appropriation at this m* 
sion, to insure a line of permanent re- 
pairs this year, and if this be done, the 
crop of this bottom may be estimated 
for the next year (1867) at 300,000 bales— 
a product which will rapidly increase 
each succeeding year. 

Estimating cotton at 20 cents per 
pound, this yield of 300,000 bales would 
be an addition of $24,000,000 to the na- 
tional wealth in raw cotton alone, to say 
nothing of the product of corn and oth- 
er articles upon the plantations, or of 
the market to the North-west for its 
grain, bacon, mules, agricultural imple- 
ments, &c., and the stimulous thereby 
given to the manufacturing and shipping 
interests. At present, this people are ut- 
erly unable to enter the markets of the 
North-west or New England. Let this 
starting point be given to their industry 
and they instantly l>eeome large pur- 
chasers at St. Louis, Cincinnati, New 
York, Lowell, and other points, for all 
the supplies requisite to work the plan- 
tations and maintain the laborers and 
residents. 

It is needless to dwell upon the advan- 
tages to the revenue from the multiplied 
commercial transactions incident to the 
production, sale, and shipment of this 
cotton, or bv its manufacture in this 
country into fabrics. The results of the 
revenue from this last MM would l>e 
enormous; but assuming it to be ship- 
ped to foreign countries, it will involve 
a return of products worth at least $25,- 

000. 000— the duties upon which would be 
some six or eight millions of dollars. 

Upon the crude cotton thus produced 
the present tax would be $2,400,000. If 
the tax be raised to five (rents per pouad, 
as contemplated by the House of Repre- 
tentatives, the annual revenue from the 
crude cotton alone would be $6,000,000. 
These revenues from all sources, direct 
and indirect, will go on increasing year- 
ly as additional lands are brought into 
cultivation. , 

In addition to these obvious considera- 
tions, your memorialists beg to observe 
that this section once reclaimed can bet- 
ter afford to pay an increased tax on raw 
cotton than any other save the similar 
districts on the west bank of the Missis- 
sippi The product, both to the acre and 
the hand, in the Mississippi bottom, is 
double that of the best lands in Georgia, 
Alabama, and South Carolina, and the 
character of the soil protects it from the 
ravages of the boll worm. Once secur- 
ed aAinst flood, the planter in the bot- 
tomed better afford to pay five cente 
ner pound on raw cotton than the plant- 
er in Alabama can afford to pay two 
cente Indeed, so marked is the supen 
ority of this section for the culture oi 
cotton, that your memorialists believe 
that if reclaimed, it will speedily at- 
tract labor from other States by holding 
out more tempting rewards and that 
each succeeding year will witness an in- 
creasing quantity of land brought into 
cultivation with a proportionate num- 
ber of happy and contented laborers. 

1 , To secure these great results, it is be- 
lieved from the estimates of the State 
and Federal engineers, that an appro- 
priation of four million of dollars would, 
fn addition to the credit which the dis- 
trict would then be able to command, 



suffice to meet the wants of the State of 
Mississippi, and give to this great branch 
of human industry a security which, 
like the dikes of Holland, would last for 
generations to come. The moneys to be 
appropriated will, of course, be expend- 
ed by the officers of the General Gov- 
ernment, subject to such checks as the 
wisdom of Congress may devise. The 
sum proposed is not large when \ie 
consider the magnitude of the interests 
involved, and that the product of the 
tax on the raw cotton alone, even at 
present rates, would in two years ex- 
ceed the whole sum for which an appro- 
priation is solicited. 

The work is one of vast national ben- 
efit. It concerns the public revenues, 
the public credit, the general interests 
of the whole country, as well as the im- 
mediate district which now appeals for 
relief. The appropriation is a measure 
directly In the interests of the revenue, 
and is defensible on this ground alone. 
It will plant a large population on what 
is now a waste of waters, and the work 
is one which, when completed, will bear 
a comparison in results with the greatest 
improvements constructed by ancient 
or modern governments. The resident 
population are bankrupt and helpless. 
Time is vital, for every hour adds to the 
waste. If nothing be done, much of 
this vast and fertile country must soon 
relapse intocanebreak. The value which 
this measure of relief and the commer- 
cial intercourse which would follow In 
its train, would have in cementing kind- 
ly relations between the people of the 
different portions of the country, is a 
consideration which will not fail to 
weigh with your honorable bodies. In 
conclusion, your memorialists confident- 
ly affirm that there is no possible appro- 
priation of the public moneys by which 
so much maybe accomplished in the 
interests of civilization, humanity and 
progress, as by the measure which they 
thus imperfectly present to your consid- 
eration. And your memorialists will 
ever pray, &c.

Review of the Market 



During the week there have been va- 
rious changes in the market for many of 
the leading staple productions, chief of 
which is cotton. It has had an advanc- 
ing tendency for several days and pri- 
ces here rule decidedly higher than last 
week. 

Flour and grain, though still ruling 
high at all leading points, have had a de- 
cided downward tendency, until Wed- 
nesday, when in New York they again 
rallied. The prospects of the maturing 
crop of wheat are unfavorable for an av- 
erage yield, while in many sections the 
crop will be very short. 

In the discount market there is little 
transpiring worthy of comment. Lend- 
ers continue to discriminate closely and 
prime collaterals are regarded with 
much favor, although unexceptionable 
paper is readily taken at from 9 to 13 per 
cent, interest. There is little doing in 
Government securities and prices are 
steady. Eastern Exchange is quiet and 
steady at quotations. 

Business localities continue to wear a 
dull aspect, and trade has been extreme- 
ly light for some time past. The de- 
mand for corn is moderately active and 
prices are well sustained. Oats are in 
fair request for home consumption and 
prices have undergone no quotable 
change. 

The weather is very warm and close 
with a few showers of rain this week, 
though not enough to materially temper 
the heat. The spring has been back 
ward and cool and the heat of summer 
is very much needed to ripen the grain 
and mature the crops. The river has been 
swelling slightly this week and naviga- 
tion is still at a fair stage, though freights 
are scarce.

The market during the week has ruled 
active, and prices have continued to ad- 
vance steadily. At the close the mar- 
ket is somewhat excited, with more buy- 
ers than sellers at quotations.
